NPIP  AMENDED, 
FINAL  RULE 


A  memo  has  been  sent  by  Dr.  Mary  Nell  Greenwood 
to  all  State  Extension  Directors  regarding  work 
with  the  three  Agent's  Associations  to  establish 
a  6-month  ES/USDA  Agent  Intern  IPA 
(Intergovernmental  Personnel  Act)  position.  This 
will  be  a  pilot  effort  from 

January  1  -  June  30,  1986.  Only  County  Extension 
Agents  or  area  specialists  are  eligible  for  the 
program  at  this  time.  Specialists  located  at  the 
university  are  NOT  eligible.  If  you  are 
interested  in  this  becoming  available  to  all 
poultry  specialists,  contact  your  Agent 
Association.

The  National  Poultry  Improvement  Plan  (NPIP)  and 
its  auxiliary  provisions  have  been  amended  by  the 
Animal  and  Plant  Health  Inspection  Service 
(APHIS)  as  follows: 

1)  Amended  the  definition  of  Salmonella  to 
include  the  Arizona  group. 

2)  Added  the  microhemagglutination 
inhibition  test  and  the  enzyme-labeled 
immunosorbent  assay  (ELISA)  test  as 
supplemental  tests  for  M.  gal  1 i septiceum 
(M.g.)  and  M.  synoviae  (M.s.)  for  chicken 
breeding  flocks  and  turkey  breeding  flocks, 
and  as  a  supplemental  test  for 

M.  meleagridis  (M.m.)  for  turkey  breeding 
flocks.  References  for  these  techniques 
were  provided. 

3)  Established  criteria  for  allowing  egg 
yolk  testing  for  monitoring  testing  for  M.g. 
and  M.s.  in  multiplier  chicken  breeding 
flocks. 

4)  Established  criteria  for  classifying 
States  as  "U.S.M.  Gal  1 i septiceum  Clean 
State,  Meat-Type  Chickens."  This  only 
refers  to  meat-type  chicken  breeding  flocks, 
not  other  flocks  of  this  type,  such  as 
exhibition  poultry. 
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5)  Established  criteria  for  classifying 
turkey  breeding  flocks  as  "U.S.M.  Synoviae 
Clean. " 

6)  Provided  conditions  whereby  primary 
breeding  flocks  of  waterfowl  and  of 
exhibition  poultry  located  in  U.S. 

Pul lorum-Typhoid  Clean  States  may  be 
qualified  as  "U.S.  Pullorum-Typhoid  Clean." 

7)  Established  procedures  for  filling 
vacancies  of  certain  positions  on  the 
General  Conference  Committee.
